My inquiry had to do with the use of tokens in any 
form among the agencies of the Hudson's Bay Company at the 
present time or within-the past 50 years. We are familiar 
with the ‘Made Beaver’ token, but I believe the use of these 
was confined to Rastern Uanada. Is this correct? Were 
there any similar tokens in use in the Vestern District? 
Alac, I have been informed that the paper notes of the Company 
were colloquasilly referred to as ‘blankets’. Can you shed 
any iight on this terminology? We shail be grateful for 

information you can give us, because such facts are very 
difficult to ascertain and their importance is often not 
Tealized. If you know any collectors or students in the 
Northwest who have given attention to these matters, I should 
be glafi to haye you refer me to them if you think they might 
be able to add to whatever information you may be able to sené 
me.

In reply to your letter of 9th July, if 
you conmunicate with the "Camdian Magazine" of Toronto 
they may be able to send you a copy of the issue of their 
Magazine under the year 1927 in which was printed an 
article entitled "Made-Beaver" by the writer, who is not 
quite sure of the actual month. 


Regarding the paper money, this has been 
colloquially referred to as "Hudson's Bay Blankets" but 
we have not been able to trace that it has any connection 
with the Company's woollen blanket or any basis of valuation 
thereon. 


The "Made-Beaver" token was confined chiefly 
to Bastern Canada and weré only in use for a short period. 
Paste board coupons of the value of 25¢, 1.00 and 2.50 were 
for a time used in New Caledonia district.

Responding to yours of ostober 30th, we are very much 
interested in the pasteboard or any form of tokens used by the 
Hudson's Bay Company at any time. Sight is very quiekly lost 

of the exact dates in which such money-substitutes wore used 

and your letter telling me that in the New Caledonia Sistrict 

the tckens were discontinued in 1894 but that their use persisted 
at Port Grabera and McLeod's Lake until 1926 has much greater 
immortance than you seem to consider. Youl ask what was intended 
by ihn (ona, by this I meant revroduce photographically or 
otherwise. 


Might I also ask whether it would be possible for you 
to secure for our Mumismatic Museum properly cancelled specimens 
of these tokens in the greatest possible variety? Here they 
would be properly recorded, and fifty years from now it would still 
be possible for any one to ascertain such fasts about them as you 
might be in a position to give me. TI hope you will exsuse my 
presumption and regard it as evidence of interest in this form of 
money-substitutes,.
